actually, one of our neighbors speaks Spanish and when we fed him

Q: Let me ask you this: did you hear him say anything? 

Could you hear anything? I mean, I know you heard the officers. 
Could you hear him speaking in Spanish or saying anything at all?

approached him with the gun out- drop- you know, get on the 
ground, get on the ground, get on the ground, and then I believe 
they said drop it. 

Q: And how many officers did you see? 

A: Three. 

Q: Three. And you said officer- and just, you know, this 

is just edification for you. They call it an extended runner's

impact weapon, which is the pellet gun that-

shock him. It's usually very brightly colored.

A: Yeah. It had orange- it had a little orange, plastic-

actual gunfire was, was that- was there a clean break between the 
two events or did it seem like there were simultaneous?

A: Turned around, stood up.

Q: And it's your recollection, from what you saw, that most 

of the extended range impact weapon (the pellet gun)- those 
rounds were fired into the individual's back.

Q: Yes. And when he turned around, you said saw- I'm just 

kinda summarizing- you saw something black in his hand. You 
couldn't really be sure what it was- 

A: Right. 

Q: Nor what hand it was.

And he did a movement that you could 
characterize as abrupt, perhaps aggressive, but it was difficult 
to kind of, you know, relate as to what it meant.

A: And then, you know. 

Q: Let me ask you this? How close do you think the 
officers were? Can you estimate? You said against the PG&E 
wall. 

A; I'd say we're approaching probably- that all started 
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maybe 20 feet away and then-

Q: When they had the pellet gun.

Q: And when the subject was shot by the pellet gun and 

turned his back and was shot multiple times and he turned around, 
did he advance towards the cops? You said he turned around and 
in a manner- 

A: I wouldn't say advance, I mean, that's the thing. And 

as soon as he stood up and they're, like, drop it, drop it, you 
know, he was kinda angry and gesturing and that's when they shot 
him. So- 


Q; When you say he was angry and gesturing, define that. 

A: Well, I don't wanna say- well, he was angry that he was- 

frustrated that he had been shot in the back for- 
Q: Right. 

A: No apparent reason- 

Q: Well- 
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A: I guess. You know, maybe it's not anger. Maybe it's- 

Q: It's an assumption. 

A: He was lookin' at them- 

Q: No, no. 

A: What the fuck- 

Q: Right.
